Vote o on n Casinos, Racetracks Set for December 2

Following a study session to con- 
sider possible ballot language, the Ro- 
mulus City Council voted 7-0 in favor of 
allowing residents to decide whether or 
not casinos and/or horse racetracks 
should be allowed to operate within the 
city limits. 

The idea for a referendum, first sug- 
gested at the council level by member 
Debbie Romak, was reinforced by the 
submission of more than 400 petition 
signatures for each of the two issues. 

During the study session on ballot 
language, Councilmembers considered 
a number of samples provided by City 
attorney Barry Seifman before settling 
on a final choice that was deemed to be 
clear and straight-to-the-point. 

"| want'yes' to mean '‘yes' and'no' to 
mean 'no,'" said Councilman Bill Crova. 
"| want it to be pretty easy for the people

Proposal 1

of the City of Romulus, in accordance 
with the Michigan Gaming Control and 
Revenue Act 1997, Public Act 69, and/ 
or the federal Indian Gaming Regula- 
tory Act? (YES or NO) 

Proposal 2 

Shall the City of Romulus allowhorse 
racing, the attendant pari-mutuel wa- 
gering, and other gaming within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Romulus, in 
accordance with the Horse Racing Law 
of 1995, 1995 Public Act 279? (YES or 
NO) 

Councilman Bill Wadsworth sought 
to allay the fears of voters who believe 
that the election is an empty gesture. 

‘I've had a few folks out there tell 
me, ‘Well, even if it gets turned down, 
there's a way of [bringing gambling to 
Romulus]," he stated. "Well, | believe 
that myself and the rest of us up here 
don't feel that way. If it gets turned down, 
it's turned down, and it's a dead issue. If 
itgets passed, it's passed, andwe move 
forward with it." 

Residents who are not yet regis- 
tered voters, but would like to take part 
in the election, must register no later 
than Monday, November 3.

Tribal representatives ap- 
peared before the Council to explain 
their interest in acquiring Romulus land 
for casino and other development, then 
answered questions from both Council 
members and the audience. 

Highlights of the Sault Tribe's pre- 
sentation included projections of: 
¢ $6 million in annual revenue for the 

city, and 
* 3,500 new jobs with an average pay 
of $40,000 ($32,000 in wages plus 
$8,000 in benefits). 
Tribal spokespersons also used the op- 
portunity to debunk a number of “public 
misconceptions," asserting that they will 
be required to pay state sales tax, and 
thatthey wi/l/notpermit underage (below 
21) gaming or drinking. 

Audience members’ comments to 
the Tribe's spokespersons represented 
both sides of local opinion. 

Those in favor of allowing gaming in 
Romulus believe that it will bring signifi- 
cant revenue to the City's depleted cof- 


fers, spur further development, benefit 


existing local businesses through in- 
creasedtraffic, and provide nearby resi- 
dents with vastly improved recreation 
opportunities. 

Those who oppose it say that it will 
be an immoral influence on the com- 
munity's residents, cause financial ruin 
to those with a gambling addiction, bring 
increased crime, draw customers away 
from existing businesses, and fail to 
draw quality developers to the area.

[Editor's note: The following letter from 
U.S. Senator Carl Levin (D—Michigan) is 
dated September 11, 2003] 


"Dear Mrs. Lemmon: 

"Thank you for contacting me about 
Native American tribes building and 
operating casinos in Michigan. | appre- 
ciate hearing your views on this subject. 

"The Indian Gaming Regulatory Act 
of 1988 (IGRA) ordered state govern- 
ments to sign compacts, or agreements, 
with individual tribes in their states that 
wish to build and operate casinos. The 
compacts establish the number, size 
and gaming format of the casinos. |GRA 
also established a regulatory structure 
for enforcing gaming laws. As a result, 
the federal government shares the re- 
sponsibility of regulating these casinos 
with the tribes and the state. 

"Gambling has been a contentious 
issue because of concerns raised by 
affected local residents. For example, 
many constituents have voiced their 
concern Over increasing crime rates in 
communities where casinos have 
opened. However, many tribes view the 


enterprise as a significant business op- 
portunity. IGRA requires thatthe profits 
from casinos support the essential so- 
cial services that are lacking in many 
Native American communities. It is 
hoped that the operation of these casi- 
nos, under the terms of the compacts, 
will give the tribes the opportunity to 
achieve self-sufficiency. 

"| believe that decisions regarding 
gaming should be made at the local 
level, through city or county resolutions 
where the voices of those who would be 
directly affected by the final decision 
can be heard. At the same time, law- 
makers at both the state and federal 
level must not overlook the fact that 
Michigan has the second largest num- 
ber of casinos in the U.S. Should this 
rate persist, the market in Michigan will 
become so saturated that the economic 
benefits which result from tribal gaming 
initiatives will be lost. 

"| will keep your views in mind should 
this issue come before the full Senate. 
Best wishes.

my first business license. He has 
always had the best interests of the City 
of Romulus at heart. 

Recently, as | watched a number of 
public hearings and meetings, |hearda 
lot about the controversy surrounding 
the proposed racetrack and the possi- 
bility of casino gambling. While | do 
occasionally enjoy going to a casino, | 
have not been to aracetrack in 10 years; 
however, | probably would go if one were 
in the area. | believe that either of these 
two entertainment ventures (or both) 
would not only give travelers, visitors, 
and residents something to do in our 
local area, but it would generate much- 
needed revenue for Romulus to further 
develop the community centers, parks, 
animal shelters, and schools that this 
city so desperately needs and the resi- 
dents are asking for. 

In the off season, the facilities atthe 
racetrack could be used for conven- 
tions, concerts, andlocal events —some- 
thing we don't enjoy now. Also, this de- 
velopment would bring in additional, 
much-needed jobs as well as some of 
the shopping areas and restaurants we 
constantly wish for and other cities get. 
Wouldn't it be great to have a movie 
theater here? 

We have heard many, many pro- 
posals for developments in the Vining 


Road Interchange area over the years, 
but nothing has ever materialized. We 
mustcapitalize on the opportunities that 
we have at hand which will lead to fur- 
ther area improvements. My mother of- 
ten said to me, as | grew up, "If you don't 
do nothing, you don't get nothing.” 

Any development-—regardless if it's 
housing, shopping, industrial, or enter- 
tainment — will bring additional traffic 
congestion to our city.

Dear Editor: 

As an elected official of the City of 
Romulus, itis my belief that an educated 
public is an informed public. 

There are some key questions and 
concerns regarding the recent action 
taken by the majority of council to re- 
scind Resolution 03-382. 

Originally—on September 8, 2003 — 
| made a motion, supported by Council- 
man Charles Miller, to ask Congress- 
man John Dingell to hold introduction of 
or action on HR2793 (a bill naming 
Romulus as an alternative location in a 
land claims settlement with the Sault 
Ste. Marie Chippewa Indian Tribe) unti/ 
the citizens of Romulus have an oppor- 
tunity to vote on the casino issue. City 
council members carried that action 
unanimously. Knowing the importance 
of citizens being involved in decision- 
making in their community, the council 
should not interfere with the public's due 
process, especially with a highly contro- 
versial issue like Casino gambling. 

On September 22, 2003; Council- 
man Bill Wadsworth made a motion, 
supported by Councilman Mike Prybyla, 
to rescind Resolution 03-382. Voting 
"yes" on this new resolution (Resolution 





03-392) were Councilmen Wadsworth, 
Prybyla, Bill Crova, and Randy Gear: 
voting "no" were Councilmen Miller, 
LeRoy Burcroff, and myself. 

To date, no one knows for sure what 
effects Resolution 03-392 will have on 
the ballot question regarding casinos if 
HR2793 moves forward. Will the people's 
vote become moot? How fast will 
HR2793 move through the Committee 
on Resources? Who is pushing the bill 
up front and/or behind the scenes? Will 
the bill pass the House and Senate 
before a special election can be held on 
December 2, 2003? 

Because of these uncertainties, | 
Still question the rescinding of Resolu- 
tion 03-382. Again, | will remain firm: No 
action should be taken on HR2793 unti/ 
the citizens of Romulus have an oppor- 
tunity to vote on December 2, 2003, 
regarding the casino issue. 

In "Council Rescinds Resolution on 
HR2793" — an article that appeared in 
The Romulus News on October 3, 2003 
— Councilman Wadsworth is quoted as 
saying thattwo resolutions were passed 
on September 8, 2003. Fact: NO resolu- 
tions were passed —one was tabled, the 
other later rescinded. 

With support from City Councilman 
Miller, | made a motion (Resolution 03- 
379) to schedule a special election for

the purpose of placing the issues of 
a proposed casino and horse racetrack 
before the registered voters of this city. 
However, before a vote could be taken, 
Councilman Crova, supported by Coun- 
cilman Prybyla, made a motion to table 
Resolution 03-379. All members except 
Councilman Miller and myself voted in 
favor of the motion to table. 

Some may be asking, "What does it 
mean to table a motion?" Well, a motion 
to table takes precedence over all other 
subsidiary questions. Itis not debatable, 
and cannot be amended. /t removes the 
subject from consideration until Council 
votes to remove it from the table. 

In short, the motion to schedule a 
special election was tabled. 

Section 7.10 of the Romulus City 
Charter permits the council to call for a 
referendum without the need for citizen 
petitions. Section 7.8 addresses the pro- 
cedure that council must use when pe- 
titions are successfully circulated. The 
public question or referendum on a 
casino and racetrack was initiated NOT 
by city council, but by petitions circu- 
lated and signed by the required num- 
ber of registered electors of the city (not 
less than 6% of the voters registered at 
the last preceding election at which a 
mayor of the city was elected). In total, 
855 signatures (441 regarding the casino 
issue; 414 on the racetrack) were pre- 
sented to City Clerk Linda Choate. Her 
office needed to verify only 301 of the 


signatures on each issue to certify the 


petitions. 

Atthe nextregular city council meet- 
ing — held on October 6, 2003 — the 
council (according to the process out- 
lined in Section 7.8 of the City Charter) 
proceeded to consider the petition ques- 
tions. The result was Councilman Wads- 
worth's motion, supported by Council- 
man Crova and approved unanimously 
by the council, for Resolution 03-419, 


which calls for a special election to be- 


held on December 2 to decide two issues: 

"Shall the City of Romulus allow 
casino gaming within the corporate lim- 
its of the City of Romulus, in accordance 
with the Michigan Gaming Control and 
Revenue Act 1997, Public Act 69 and/or 
the Federal Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act?" (YES or NO) 

"Shall the City of Romulus allow 
horse racing, the attendant pari-mutuel 
wagering, and other gaming within the 
corporate limits of the City of Romulus, 
in accordance with the Horse Racing 
Law of 1995, 1995 Public Act 279°?" 
(YES or NO) 

| would also like to clarify another 
issue cited by Councilman Wadsworth 
inthe article referenced earlier. Although 
the legislative body ofthis city didnotact 
upon a State of Michigan bill that could 
possibly bring slot machines into race- 
tracks, | understandthatsomeone within 
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the administration felt confident enough 
to tell our state legislators that our city's 
official position was in opposition to 
"racinos." Yet, resolution 03-383 reaf- 
firmed our city's policy that official posi- 
tions on pending, present, or proposed 
legislation are to be established by a 
resolution of the council. Resolutions 
adopted by the majority of the council 
assist our legislators by affirming our 
city's positions on important issues. The 
majority speaks for the city. 

Again, it is my belief that an edu- 
cated publicis an informed public. Please 
exercisé your right and vote on Decem-

Educated or Informed? 


To the residents of Romulus: 

| witnessed the October 6 meeting 
of the Romulus City Council on the 
government channel. 

ltappears that Councilwoman Deb- 
bie Romak wants to "educate" the resi- 
dents of Romulus on issues pertaining 
to the future development of our city. 

To tell the truth, | feel that her state- 
ment was a Slap in the face of my intel- 
ligence, as well as the intelligence of the 
other residents in our community. Many 
of us are well educated, and | feel like we 
are being played like fools. 

Following Councilwoman Romak's 
statement, Council Chairman Randy 
Gear brought up the pointthatthe correct 
term should be “informed” rather than 
"educated." The response from Coun- 
cilwoman Romak was to attack the is- 
sue on the terms of use. Chairman Gear 
was informed that he can use "informeda’; 
she will use "educate." 

In my opinion, this was a direct slap 
against the chairperson and his leader- 
ship ability. When an individual does not 
show respect to another individual, that 
causes friction. 

From my perspective, Council- 
woman Romak is serving her own politi- 
cal agenda. If this is the case, is she 
serving Romulus residents? 

| have been keeping track of 
progress related to the casino and race- 
track issues. The idea of giving voters 
the power to decide is a good one; 
however, "educating" us is not a good 
political move for someone who has her 
eye set on the mayor's office in the up- 
and-coming elections. 

Let's look at the pros and cons of a 
racetrack and casino in Romulus. 

One member of the audience men- 
tioned that we need high-paying jobs in 
our area. The high-paying jobs are inthe 
auto industry. With auto plants closing, it 
is highly unlikely that we would attract 
more of thatindustry anytime soon. Aero- 
space pays well, too, but getting those 
companies to move from the warmer 


climates to Romulus would take a great 
recruiting effort. 

There was adiscussion about keep- 
ing the current crop fields in place and 
not building at all. One individual had a 
good point: The land is too expensive to 
remain as a field. Meanwhile, another 
person discussing property values men- 
tioned that the fields are feeding the 
world. Well, given the size of these partic- 
ular fields, we would be lucky if we could 
feed Romulus residents for three or four 
days on the crops raised there, so it's 
obvious to me that the world would starve 
if it relied on those fields for food. 

One person pleaded with passion 
to bring in an outlet store like the one in 
Birch Run orthe Horizon Mallin Monroe. 
Look at the physical condition that that 
mall is currently in. How many chain 
stores can support new malls? The de- 
veloper is at risk of not renting the store 
spaces, so will this create new jobs? | 
will agree that Romulus needs more 
shopping; however, the revenue gener- 
ated on taxation and the low wages paid 
willnot boost our city revenue that much. 

Most of the open land we have is 
used by warehouses or new homes. 
Again, our tax revenue is an issue. Will 
our city gain by this type of development? 

Many options are open for the devel- 
opment of new jobs. A warehouse com- 
plex, if built, may hire no more than 200 
to 300 people, with many of the positions 
being low-paying. New homes are a 
great idea, but south of the Airport, 
homes have been bought out because 
of noise pollution. 

Years ago, we had a developer that 
was going to build a shopping mall on 
the fields in question. The problem was 
accessibility: Coming from Wickham or 
Wick would overtax our roads. So, an 
exit was planned, with most of the fund- 
ing for the bridge to come from federal 
grants. The problem developed when it 
came time to build the on- and off- 
ramps, which were not included in the 
grant package. Funding was secured to 
build the ramps about two years later, 
but, by that time, the developers de- 
cided to invest their money elsewhere. 

The casino and racetrack will attract 
people, and the trickle-down effect will 
be felt in our once-booming travel indus- 
try. Many rooms at the local hotels are 
now vacant as a result of 9/11, and our 
local hotels have laid off staff in an effort 
to reduce costs. With fewer people stay- 
ing at the local hotels, the restaurants 
are feeling the pinch, as well. One gentle- 
man made the comment that, with the 
casino offering less-expensive food, res- 
taurants like Romulus House would not 
survive. But, local residents who have 
an established eating pattern will still 
continue to patronize Romulus House. (| 
haven't seen a large influx of travelers 
seeking out the Romulus House for their 
dining pleasure.) Restaurants likely to 


be affected are Bob Evans and Big Boy. 

The new Northwest Terminal was 
designed as the premier shopping mec- 
ca for travelers as well as residents. 
Since 9/11, we needa valid airline ticket 
to shop at our new location. 

One thing for certain is thatacasino 
and racetrack will generate income for 
the city, in revenue as well as new jobs. 
Many adults forget the path that we took 
to acquire a well-paying job. Many started 
off with low-paying jobs and worked 
their way up using either higher educa- 
tion or experience to gain more income. 

Some residents had expressed their 
concern on the crime rate going higher. 
That may be the case; here again, few 
realize the number of autos stolen from 
area hotels, alone. It is a known fact that 
areas that are well-lighted, with security 
and surveillance cameras, deter crime. 

What percentage of jobs will go to 
local residents will depend upon the 
qualifications of the applicants and the 
needs of the companies. | remember 
when the former mayor of Flat Rock 
wanted only Flat Rock residents to be 
hired at Mazda (now Auto Alliance). 
How many residents do you think quali- 
fied for positions? Not many. Our school! 
system is one of the bestin the state. We 
have excellent technical and vocational 
training available to our students. Many 
will have the qualifications in electron- 
ics, culinary arts, and computer tech- 
nology to qualify for the new jobs: 

The money we got from the Airport 
was never much to begin with; now the 
Airport Authority is reducing the rev- 
enue by as much as $600,000 a year. 
This will throw our city and our school 
systems into what is known as atailspin. 

When the State of Michigan low- 
ered property taxes, municipalities were 
forced to increase their property taxes 
through the guise of higher property 
values, keeping us at or close to our 
previous level. Cities had to do this in 
order to maintain services. 

Now, | ask you: What better serves 
the residents of Romulus? A shopping 
mall, offering low-paying jobs anda lower 
tax base? A field of crops feeding the 
world? Or a casino and racetrack, pay- 
ing higher taxes, with low-to-moderate- 
paying jobs and increased tourism? 

A casino and racetrack will gener- 
ate income for the city. That money can 
be spent to beef up essential services 
such as a new fire station on the north 
side of I-94, additionall law-enforcement 
officers, recreation facilities, and even 


‘the much-sought new animal shelter. 


Now, do you want to be "educated" 


or "informed"? Youcan have all the edu-- 


cation in the world and still be stupid 
without being informed.

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New Athletic Field Puts Romulus at Top of Mega League 


The recent installation of “infilled 
synthetic turf" on the Romulus Middle 
School football field places the Romulus 
Community Schools among the leaders 
of the 27-team Mega Athletic Confer- 
ence, reports district spokesperson Dick 
Kruse. 

"Romulus joins Mega members 
Wyandotte, Carlson, and Woodhaven 
with this state-of-the-art athletic field,” 
he stated. 

The new field will permit Romulus 
to host football, soccer, and lacrosse 
games, and will provide a venue for 
physical-education classes for the 1,000 
students who attend the Middle School 
and neighboring Wick Elementary. It will 
also present the district with opportuni- 
ties to host regional and state playoff 
games in all three sports, as well as 
marching band competitions. 

Romulus teams using the field will 
include the RHS Eagles varsity and 
junior varsity football teams, the RMS 
Bulldogs football team, three Romulus 
Flyers football teams (varsity, JV, and 
freshmen), the RHS soccerteams (boys 
and girls), and the RHS lacrosse team. 

According to Kruse, school officials 
were able to finance this project by care- 
fully managing funds from the historic 
1999 bond Issue approved by voters. A 
series of events that all proved favorable 
for the district included: 

e anearly placement of the bond pro- 
ceeds that resulted in a gain of inter- 
est earned over the duration of the 
program; 

e afavorable interest rate at the incep- 
tion of the bond program; and 

e careful management of the design 
and construction process, often re- 
sulting in construction bids coming in 
lower than originally anticipated. 

Kruse gave a detailed explanation 
of the turf installation process. 

"The initial renovation stage involved 
excavating the entire playing surface to 
a depth of 28 inches, then leveling it," he 
said."Some of the surface dirt was used 
to level the neighboring Middle School 


baseball diamond; the rest was removed 
from the site.” 

After asecond stage, which involved 
the installation of drainpipes that both 
surround andcrisscross the field, alayer 
of plastic mesh was put down. 

"The third stage began with aplastic 
mesh covering the entire field,” said 
Kruse. "The mesh was covered by a 
stone mixture several inches thick. This 
process continued with additional lay- 
ers of plastic mesh and different stone 
grades until the entire field was replaced." 

Next, SRl—the contractor forthe job 
—broughtin turf specialists who installed 
the plastic-grass field base. These spe- 
cialists also cut out and patched in yard- 
markers, hash marks, and the large "R" 
in the center of the field. Tons of small 
rubber beads andsand were then spread 
and brushed into the field base. 

“The final surface has approximately 
1.5 inches of rubber beads and sand on 
the base, andis guaranteed for 10 years,” 
Kruse stated. "The field will save the 
district future costs related to mainte- 
nance of the irrigation system, water 
bills, and fertilizer, in addition to labor 
costs associated with grass-cutting and 
field-marking," he added. 

Kruse noted that colleges and uni- 
versities that have installed similar sys- 
tems include Michigan, Nebraska, and 
Washington. Detroit-area high schools 
with synthetic turf include Plymouth, 
Berkley, Walled Lake, and Birmingham. 

“Romulus citizens can be very proud 
of our new synthetic turf field, and we 
can look forward to the future athletic 
and educational opportunities it will pro- 
vide to the entire community," he said. 

Kruse urged residents who have 
not yet seen the field to attend an up- 
coming sporting event and check it out. 
Among his suggestions:

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Weight-lifting Class Benefits 
Student with Health Problems

Norbert Glover, a physical-educa- 
tion teacher at Romulus High School, is 
really upbeat these days. He has taken 
a special interest in Bradley Bills, a 
student with a rare disease called ataxia- 
telangiectasia (A-T) — and that interest 
is paying off handsomely. 

A-T results in a gradual deteriora- 
tion of strength and physical mobility for 
those who are afflicted with the disease. 
Yet, Glover reports that his weight-lifting 
class has done justthe opposite for Bills, 
who is actually developing upper-body 
strength. 

“You can readily see the difference 
in Brad," said his mother, Denise. "He 
really enjoys the class and the support 
that he receives from his teacher and 
classmates.” 

Glover, who led the Romulus High 
School track team to a Division 2 cham- 
pionship in 2000, said, "| experience 
some very strong emotions working with 
Bradley. It is just amazing to see the 
progress he has made with regard to 
both his strength and his physique."
